All of the correspondences referenced above contained the 
method recited in the claims. 

3. I diligently proceeded to reduce my invention to practice, as evidenced by the assembly 
drawings of the invention in the fax, a third Dutch language letter of April 25, 2000 discussing the 
invention, a fourth Dutch language letter of June 26, 2000 discussing the invention, and a fifth Dutch 
language letter of July 14, 2000 accompanied by a draft of the Dutch patent application.
